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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 52-86 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claims 52, 53, 69, 70 and 71 the prior art of record such as Kikinis (6,243,596), 
Erkkila et al. (6,219,560), Schwartz et al. (5,894,597), Purdy et al. (5,726,660), 
Shamosh et al. (5,144,661) and Simkin (5,712,619) fail to teach alone or in 
combination, a mobile entertainment and communication device comprising a cellphone 
in a portable housing of a size and weight for being handheld for communicating with 
remotely located telephones and having means for carrying out the functions as 
specifically set forth in the independent claims 52, 53, 69, 70 and 71 respectively. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
